(V) (a) To lay down the minimum standards for laparo¬ 
scopes/laparocators; 

(b) To review the existing standards and speci¬ 
fications laid down under 7080 (Part I and 
II) for MTP Suction Aspirators and suggest 
changes, if required; 

(c) To Btandaidise the specifications for MTP 
Suction Aspirators; and 

(vi) To discuss any other item of importance in the 
field of contraceptive technology. 

3. The committee shall have powers to co-opt/invite ex¬ 
perts connected with various aspects of the National Family 
Welfare Programme to attend its meetings, 

4. The life of the Committee shall be three years from 
the date of issue of Ihe Resohitoin 

5. The official members of tue CommiUce wiU draw TA) 
DA in connection with meetings o1 the Committee accord¬ 
ing to rules by which they draw their salaries and TA/DA 
to non-offlclal members will be regulated according to th# 
provision of SR-190 and orde's issued thereunder. 
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6. The expenditure involved is to be met from within 
the sanctioned budget grant uader Demand No. 4l-DeiRt. of 
FW-Major Head-221 l-B.TDirection and Admn.B.l(l)- 
Technlcal Wing at Headquarters - B.l(l)(l)-Travel Expenses 
for 1990-91. 

7, This supersedes this Ministry's Resolutions No. N- 
11014/2/90-TO dated 29-5-90 and N,11014/23/88-TO, dated 
17-7-89 constituting the above Committees.
